Of Fire Department 

The new rules for the Narberth Fire 
l)e|i<irtnii>iit, adoiited .-it the la.st meet- 
ing; Iif the Assoiiation, were approved 
b.v I'ouniil <it its regular meeting last 
Momlay iii};ht. 

The mil'- (ire in pursuance of the 
nriliii,',iii-e recently passed, making the 
Fire I)c|iarlinent a regular Borough de- 
luirtnient. to report to Council and con- 
dint its affairs under the direction of 
the Konmgli. 

The new rules prescribe a very care- 
ful romhict of the different parts of the 
fire protection service. The organiza- 
tion is directly under the control of 
the Chief Kngineer, through his assist- 
ants. Discipline and order In handling 
of fires are under his supervision, and 
it is his duty to keep the personnel of 
the company up to standard. 

Kules are included prohibiting un- 
necessary noise in going to and return- 
ing from fires, and aiming to prevent 
excessive damage from water and 
axes. The rules arc in accordance with 
the recommendations of the Suburban 
T'nderwriters, and will aid in the effi- 
ciency of the service. Each meniber of 
the fire fighting unit will have a copy 
of the rules and must be familiar with 
them.

Mr. Walton y\. Wentz, Chairman of 
the ("onimittee on Highways and Sew- 
ers, made recommendations for changes 
in the pavement constniction rules, 
which were adopted hy CmiBcil. The 
old rules concerning driveways across 
sidewalks made it necessary that only 
two feet of the pavement be up to- 
grade. The new rules prescribe that 
the entire sidewalk must be up to level, 
uule^:^ permission for e. cut is granted 
by the Street Commissioner. This new 
ruling makes it possible for a little 
human intelligence to govern this tick- 
lish subject, and will greatly lessen the 
I'.anger to life and limb of pedestrians 
by some of the murderous driveways 
installed on our walks. 

^^Hch progress is being made in street 
paving, and it appears that the senti- 
ment of the vast majority of taxpayers 
living on unimproved Streets is to ga 
ahead and get the work done, instead' 
of waiting until some millenium when 
the law and finances would allow it to. 
be ilone out of public funds. 

The immediate improvement will be 
that large stretch of road included in 
Conway, Price and Stuart avenues. 
Bids are being asked for now on the 
paving of this large district. Council, 
on its part, is making provision for the

StravBberry blossom.* are of two 
kinds. Onie kind is called perfect, 
.■st-aminate, or male, aind the athcr kind 
imperfect, pietWate, or female. Some 
varieties hove perfect blossoms and 
other varieties Imvo imperfect blos- 
soms. 

If both kinds are planted there should 
be at least one row of the perfect-blos- 
som variety to four rows with imperfect 
blossoms. The nurseryman's catalogue 
will specify this kind of blossoms. Set 
the plants early in tflie spring, if pos- 
sible, so they will get the beniefit of 
the sprfmig rains and make a strong 
growth. Trim off the dead leaves and 
all but one or two lives ones anid out 
the roote to 4 or 5 inches long. Spread 
tine root's somewhat and set the plants 
the same depth in the eoil as they were 
before they were <lug. Be especinlly 
careful not to set themi deieper and no.t 
to get earth over the growing crownB, 
for this will probably kill the plants. 

The plants may be grown in hlHs or 
in narrow or wide matted towsl For 
viety small areas, plamt sets in hiUs 
close together will no doubt produoe the 
most andi largest fruit, but wiill require 
more care than matted rows. For hill 
growing, set the pl.inits 1 foot apart in 
the row and have hhe rows just fiir 
euiough apart to eultivaite easily, ^ay 
from' 2 to 3 foet; Or set t^^'o ito«ws a foot 
apart in double roiws and hare a space 
of 2 or .3 feet between the double rows. 
l<:e*p all runners out off and giv« good 
cultivation, so a.s to make extra sitrorig 
plants.

There are special classes for hardy 
perennials and for exhibits of flowers 
and plants grown in a garden or un- 
der glass with or without artificial 
heat. The varieties in the classes for 
those not employing gardeners are long- 
spurred varieties of Columbines, shprt-
